Dr. Collins, having investigated history, re- 


ports that the insanity scare is a periodical 
visitation, the same as every generation resur- 
rect? the theory that the sun is cooling off and 
leading humanity toward a frigid climate in 
vhich all will perish. 


Another distinguished neurologist tells us 


•that when a person fears for his sanity it's a 
rretty sure sign he's in control of his mental 
faculties, and that this is as true Donations and 
civilizations as it is of individuals. A charac- 
t"ristic nf the insane is an obsession that they're 
«np and that no one can prove they're crazy. 


Humanity's nerves are in bad shape, un- 


doubtedly, but its sanity is not endangered 
''lough it may be confused by "nerves."
